A New Phase of Commercial iforatity. 
The proposal to iniport negrees from West- 
ern Africa into the West Indian Islands, as 
free laborers, to which “we have before al: 
luded, is one will: find’ favor in the cyes 
of a great many well-meaning, but thoughtless, 
people ; or worse still, will furnish’an ‘admira- 
“ble cloak-for the bad deeds of a.great many 
knaves. The pretext on which it is based, 
plausible as it seems on the outside, isin reali- 
ty 4 great outrage, both on morals and on proba- 
bility. We do not propose to convince slave- 
holders or slave-traders of its danger ot absur- 
dity, but we do feel called upon ‘to warn every 
lover of free labor, who professes, the. smallest 
respect for abstract justice and for ‘human 
rights, of its falsity and delusiveness. . It.is, on 
the whole, far more obnoxious for the snare it 
holds out tothe opponents of negro Slavery 
than for the covert sid it lends to its friends. - 
We presume no one witha conscience to 
guide him, and who is convinced of every man’s 
right to dispose of ‘his time -and labor as he 
pleases, will acknowledge the validity of a con- 
tract made between parties, both ef whom are 
‘pot in full possession of all the facts; are not of 
sound mind, and are not freeagents. Ifa man 
contracts to perform a certain act, the nature 
of which he not only does not. understand, but 
cannot be made to understand, no Court of 
Equity in this country, or in England, will 
force him to fulfill his agreement, even if his 
fulfillment of it only entails on him. a. very 
small pecuniary loss. Every agreement made 
between two persons, who are not, as to the 
“subject ‘matter of it, upon an equality in 
knowledge and. in liberty, is fraudulent in 
equity. The Courts even go so far as to ex- 
‘tend to sailors, in consideration of their child- 
ishness, improvidence: and pana arma a 
special and exceptional protection 
Now we. know. of no way, and. we defy. the 
advocates of this schemic to point ont a way, in 
‘which the exact nature of an agreement to lay 
bor for seven or ten years, of for life, in a Weat 
Indian sugar plantation, can be explained to a 
negro of Western Africa, before he enters into 
it, : He has-around him at home all the neces- 
saries and even. comforts he desires, Natare 
has done for him what all white men ‘are anx- 
ious she should do for them. .
